Tokio, Sept. 3.—Popular estimates 
of the date of the fall of Port Ar 
thur incline to the last week in 
September, 

r Attack of Aug, 27. 

Che Foo, Sept. 3.—Severe fighting 
occurred at Port Arthur Aug, 27, 
when the Japanese, moving from 
Shuishiying, attompted to capture 
Palungshan, which ‘8 south of 
Shuishiying and west of the rail- 
way. The Japanese made two as 
saulta between 4 and 6 o'clock . in 
the morning. They were, repulsed 
both times, A prisoner, subsequent- 
ly taken, places their loss at 1,045 
killed and wounded. For one hour 
afterward shells were thrown from 
Shulshiying into Port Arthur, 

Tho above information was brought 
here Wednesday by a Chinaman who 
apeaks cxcellent “Russian and who 
was cinployed at. the police station 
in’ Port Arthur, which place M: left 
in the evening of Aug 29. He adds 
that up to his departure no further 
attack had been made by the Japan- 
ese on Palungshan. He confirms pre- 
Nious reports that the Russians had 
re-occupied Itshan, where there has 
béen but little fighting recently. 

Captared Fert 6 to Love ft. 

At 4.80 Aug, 41 the Japanese at- 
tacked Fort No. 6; on the northeast 
portion ‘of the right flunk. ‘This fort 
is a nqw and strong one. “After throe 
hours’. fierce fighting, - during which 
the Japanese endured a cross fire’ 
from Fort Ne. 2, the Japancess suc: 
ceeded in entering the fort’ When tho 
Russiana were aufely away from Fort 
No, 6, the Japancse flag waved over 
it, several’ forts concontrated | their 
fire on it, but the Japancse were 
compelled to retire.

perature unless there fs a cause for 


fever, such as blood polsoning, the in- 
vasion of some microbe or serious dis- 
turbance of the nervous system. In 
fevers, when the temperature of the 
blood is raised, vegetables are never 
given, as they would not cool the blood, 
but might help to heat it. 

- Some fruits have. cooling 


as they contain citric acid, and this. 


forms citrates Inthe blood and in- 
creases the perspiration. In serious 
fevers, howerer, it is much safer to 
give measured quantities of citrates to 
produce this effect than to trust to the 
uncertain action of frult. 

Frult and fresh vegetables are anti 
sorbutics—that is to say, they are ap- 
posed to scurvy. The cause of this dis- 


“ease is not clearly understood, but it is 
certainly due to.an absence of these” 


wholesome constituents from the diet. 
The flushing of the skin, with spots 
and rashes, popularly called “heating 
of the blood,” Is relleved and effete 
matter is eliminated by their use, hence 
the popular phrase that they cool the 
blood. 





SOAP BUBBLES. 


‘The Method Newton Adopted In Mease 
uring These Thin Films. 

Sir Isaac Newton studled the colored 
tings in soap bubbles, which appear 
white at first and then, as the bubble 
is blown out, brilliant tridescent colors 
appear in zones around the summit till 
it becomes black and bursts. ‘ 

These films Newton succeeded ia 
measuring by thelr color, producing 
them by a plano convex Jens on plate 
glass, At the point of contact was a 
black spot with some six or seven rings 
of light and dark colors alternately.

The Jarge order of hemiptera’‘in-

sects (coccidae), some of which are very

Petroleum (petra, rock; oleum, oll) te 
a liquid bitumen exuding from rocks. 

Paraffin (parum, llttle; affins, akin), 
discovered by Reichenbach in 1830, in 
investigating the tar produced in the 
distillation of wood, is a colorices wax- 
like solid, which he named from Its ex- 
traordinary cbhemica! indifference, its 
“Uttle afinity” with anything. He aft- 
‘erward isolated from the same mate- 
sial a Uquild ol, which he called eupion, 
“very fat.” For years both were re 
garded merely as chemical curiosities 
until {t was realized that euplon forms 
the body of petroleum. 

Pure paraffin resembles spermaceti 
and Is inodorous and tasteless. Paraf- 
On of] fs chiefly a mixture of fuid 
hydrocarbons, and as it approaches gas 
more closely than any other illuminat- 
ing agent and is cheap it has come 
into general use. Illuminating olls 
manufactured from petroleum are sold 
in Great Britain as “paraffin oll,” in 
the United States as “kerosene” and 
on the continent as “refined petroleum.” 
~London Globe.

The copperbead isn’t a bad lodking 
soake, as snakes go, but it has a mighty 
bad reputation, In fact, it is generally 
regarded as a mean sort of snake and 
is apparently without a friend or even 
an apologist.

MOAYANG WAS A+ SMALL AF-

OF THE FIGHTS OF LONG AGO. 
{The newsmongers are continually 

acclaiming every engagement of any 
account during the present war as 
the “greatest -that has been!" As 
for Liaoyanz, in letters nearly, 4 foot 
in Jength, the ycllow jougaflls all tcl] 
us that there never was a battiq of 
:0 loms duration, nor dne where so 
many men were engaged, noc one in 
which the casualties. wero no heavy. 
Richard I. and other crawmders be- 
sieged Acre for two yeurs, with 3 
loss of over three hundred thousand 
soldiers, and when it was afterwards 
retaken by tho Saracens, sixty, thou. 
sand Christians — perisbed. Thirty 
thousand Frenchmen fell at’ Orecy ; 
twelve thourand Frenchnie:t’* wero 
killed at Blonhoim, and thirteen thov- 
sand were taken prisoners, while at 
Malplaquei, the allics alone lost eigh- 
teem thousand men. At Jena und 
Auerstadt the Prossians, whos wero 
defeated, lost twenty thousand kill- 
eisnit wounded, nearly ne many pwis- 
onert, and two hundred field pieces ; 
while the French lost fourteen thou- 
éetnd men. At Austerlitz, the allics 
Jost thirty thousand in” killed -and 
wounded, and’ thousands were taken 
pisOners, \At’ Sedan, Maratal Mac- 
Mahon had about «a hundred and 
fifty thousand men, and the Germans 
about two hnndred and fifty thou- 
sind men or about four hundred thou- 
sand men altogether. In that battle, 
twenty-five thousand French prison- 
ers were taken, eizhty-three ’ thous: 
and surrendered the next day, togeth- 
er with seventy mitraillouses, four 
hundred field picees, and a hundred 
and fifty fortress guns. About four- 
teen thousand French wounded nlone 
were found lying in the neighbor- 
hood. As fer classic battles, Darius 
had three hundred thousand men at 
Murathon, Xerxes lost two hundred 
thousand of his troops at Athens, 
where he is deckared to have hid a 
million; at Granleus the Persian ar- 
my numbered six hundred thousand 
foot and twenty thousand horse; 
while three hundred thousand Goths 
were slain in one battle hy the Ro- 
uuins. Lieoyang docs not seem alone 
after recalling the Franoo-Prusian 
war, the RuwoTurkish war, and 
the great battles of the ‘long ago 
past, Considering the stubbornness 
with which the battle of Lisoyany 
was fought, the Jength of ({imo® it 
Insted, and the undaunted character 
of the combatants, together with the 
most modern artillery,-it ks indeed 
wonderful that the casualty list was 
to light. And of the sixteen thousand 
casualtios ontimated by the Russians, 
it is probable that many will be able 
to cerve again.

These 
forts defended a. stretch of 650 
meters, Behind thie screen, on’ , the 
peaceful Day of .Welhal-wel, 
the remnant of the lelyang squa- 
dron., rom where be atood In - ‘the 
early light of January 30, 1995, Gen- 
eral Kuroki, through hls ficldglasscs, 
could see his then climoing over the 
froyen rocks aud. over snow. to the 
attack of tbo foris. The com ined. 
fire of the twelve forte und of the 
Chineso véssels In the ay enveloped 
his men in a mantle of fire and 
smoke. At 11 in the murning, when 
the fury of ‘he ‘sattle sleared away 
somewhat, the fun flag was seen 
tloeating from’ eleven out of the 
twelve forts.

COOKING MEATS. 
The Loss 
the Various 
The department of agriculture has {s- 
sued a iittle. pamphlet, “Experiments 
on Losses In Cooking. Meat,’ which 
contains some interesting points for 
housekeepers. The chief loss in weight 
in cooking is due to water removed by 
the heat of. cookin; In, the’ roasting 
of meats the chief loss is due to the 
removal, of both water and fat. The 
losses of nutritive material in the pan 
broiling of* meats are very small as 
compared with the losses which take 
place in boiling, roasting and dauteing. 
Beef which has been used for the prep- 
aration of beef tea or broth has Jost 
comparatively little {n nutritive value, 
though much of the favoring material 
has, been removed, In’ cooking meats 
by boiling, sauteing, pan broiling and 
roasting the losses’ increase In propor- 
tlon to the degree of cooking. In oth- 
er words, the longer:the time and the 
higher the temperature of cooking, oth- 
er things being equal, the greater the 
losses resulting. As a rule; the larger 
the plece of meat cooked by the meth- 
ods of boiling and roasting the smaller 
are the relative losses,

Shades of Brown That Are Deadly te 
Some Complexions.

13.—Frost, 
in varying degree, was pretty well 
universal in Manitoba Sunday night. 

Yesterday cold and drizeling rains 
make all harvesting operations im- 
possible. Curiously enough the Ter- 
ritories seem to havo entirely .cs-) 
caped, with the exception of the Ed- 
monton district, where the thermome- 
ter touched 30, At Calgary it regis- 
tered 32, but throughout the main 
territorial wheat area, from Moose 
Jaw to Moosomin considerably high- 
er temperatures were recorded, due 
to the prevailing southwest winds. 

This is the cheerful factor of the 
situation, for in “this arca there is 
much green wheat, while in Manitoba 
the grain ix mostly in shock and 
past damage from frost. The most 
severe frost was experienced In 
Southern Manitoba—Estavan, Emer- 
son agd Pierson. registering 28 de- 
greesand Morden 30° Wheat, how- 


ever, in these parts is almost all 
cut. Central Manitoba, including 
Portage and Brandgn — districts, 


though not heavily touched, may suf- 
fer more, as harvesting is not so far 
advanced. The northern parts of 
Birtle and Minnedosa were budly hit, 
and the crops being late, wheat will 
lose heavily in grade. But 
Birtle, especially the bulk of the crop 
is oats, which is not so susceptible 
to frost. - 

If Wet weather continued last 
night. as secmis very probable, there 
will be nalfurther danger of frost 
damage.

A krnal was 
reached ‘about 1 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, but the Cape boys refused te 
come out until threatened with the 
ajambok, It was learned that two 

ghts before lions had. taken cows 
from the ‘ kraal and the boys were 
afraid to venture out in consequence, 
“The party lit a circle of fires and 
propared to keep watch in turns. 
had the first watch,’ says Mr. Mac- 
Willie, ‘‘and was feeling drowsy when 
I heard the fierce growl of a liom 
within twenty yards of me. I freely 
confess I wae so terrified that I 
could frot-call out.. When I recover- 
ed myself I threw a stick at a mis- 
slonary in the party-who was sleep- 
ing close by me, and, together, we 
watched and listenod. Again we 
heard the growls, and, picking up 
burning brands, we threw them in 
the direction from which the sounds 
proceeded and we were not bothered 
further. Later, while traveling down 
tho Wankie, ‘the superintendent of 
the Cape Government railway stop- 
ped the train in the middle of a for- 
est at midnight in order to show me 
the place where a boy had the pre- 
vious night been killed by a lion. 
The trail of “ the beast was plainly 
marked by the blood of the victim.’* 

Mr, MacWillie says that Canadian 
business men do not half appreciate 
the great possibilities for trade that 
exist In South Africa, which is es 
pecially to be regretted in view of 
the fact that since the war Cana- 
dians have an extraordinarily good 
reputation at the Cape. 

Mr. MacWillle spent some time at 
Port Arthur and saw a good deal of 
the great fortifications, but owing to 
his business relations with the-Rus- 
sian Government he did not care to 
Bay anything about them. He soon 
starts out again for South Africa 
and will cover very much the samo 
ground as in hii former tour, except 
that, in addition, he will visit India 

and Egypt.

Pointment to succeed Sir Cavendish 
Boyle as Governor of Newfoundland 
has just been approved by tho King, 
was born in Scotland in 1847, and 
graduated M.D. at Aberdeen. After 
serving as medical officer at Leychel- 
les, Mauritius and Fiji, he was act- 
ing High Commissioner for the West- 
ern Pacific; Administrator of British 
New Guinea, 1888; Lieutenant-Gov- 
1895; Governor of Lagos since 
1899, He has the Albert medal, seo 
ond-class, and the Clarke gold medal 
for saving life at sea. In this connec- 
tlon The London Chronicle says: Dr. 
MacGregor—as he was-then—played a 
gteat part in the rescue of a shipful 
of Indian coolies in the Syria, which 
struck on a rock about twelve hours 
steaming from Suva, the capital of 
Fiji. Dr, MacGregor, then Acting Co- 
lonial Secretary, organized the relief 
expedition, clambered over a broken 
mast that was the only path to the 
emigrants, who had been more than 
two days on the split steamer, and 
egain and again returned with a man 
or @ Woman on his back, and some- 
times a child, held by its clethes be- 
tween his teeth. A man of vast phy- 
sical strength, MacGregor wanted it 
all for his final feat. Down below on 
the reef was a woman who had fall- 
en overboard, had got at the spirits, 
and was mad with drink, The cap- 
tain of the ship and a police officer 
who had gone after her wero being 
sWopt out to sea. MacGregor slid 
down a rope, caught the knot of the 
woman's hair in his tecth, and with 
his hands seized the two men and 
dragged them both into safety. He 
went back .to Sura in ea borrowed 
sult of pyjamas, having left all his 
clothes and a good dcal of his skin 
on the coral reef. Then he wrote his 
res- 





cue. Several of hi 
Royal Humane Society mcdals and 
deserved them. But there was no hint 
fn the report-that MacGregor him- 
scif had been on the scene at all. It 
was not until the Governor disclosed 
the real state of the case that Queen 
Victoria bestowed upon him the Al- 
bert medal, and the Clarke gold med- 
al was presented by Australia.

The late Clement Scott, the Eng- 
lish dramatic critic, took @ profound:

Mr, Stirten's Good Service. 

By the retirement of Mr. Stirton 
one of tho oldest and moat snd pene 
civil servants in Guelph, ani 
haps in all the Province, passes yor 
of the people’s service. For several 
years past Mr. Stirton has been im 
life's descent, and for some time ho 
has practically boen an invalid. The 
waning of his hours of usefulness and 
activity has been @ cause of much re- 
gtet to the citizens of Guclph, in 
whose interests almost his entire life 
has been spent. 

Mr. Stirton {s the son of. the late 
James and Janet Stirton, and was 
born in Forfarshire, Scotland, June 
13, 1816, consequently is in his 
elghty-ninth year. His parents were 
both natives of that country, and im 
1827 emigrated to Upper Canada, 
and settled on a bush farm five miles 
from where the city of Guelph now 
Stands. At that time there was mot 
an acre of tho present site of 
Guelph cleared, nor a finished house 
nor a road formed. It was simply a 
dense-forest of hardwood timber. 

Mr. Stirton took up one hundred 
acres of land in the Towmship of 
Guelph, opened a farm, and there 
lived for some time. When he settled 
there were mo Public Schools es 
tablished, and, in fact, no schools 
of any d. He had gained seme 
knowledgelof the elementary branch- 
es before ving the Old Ceuntry, 
and here fibished by educating him 
self, acquiring a good knowledge of 
the several English branches most 
useful to a business man, He farmed 
{n Guelph and Puslinch for forty-five 
years, including his boyhood labors, 
in chopping, logging, and preparing 
the soll for the reception of seed. 

Mr. Stirton was connected official- 
ly with educational and municipal 
institutions as soon as they were 
organized in his township. He was 
reeve of Puslinch for @ long period, 
e@ magistrate for about thirty years, 
and represented South Wellington for 
nineteen consecutive years, under the 
old union of Upper and Lower Can- 
ada, from 1857 to 1867, and under 
the unfon of all the Provinces from 
1867 to 1876. In May of 1876 he 
was appointed postmaster, to the 
duties of which office he addressed 
himself with all the industry of his 
early years, Ton years ago, owing 
to failing health, the duties largely 
fell to hia deputy and successer, Mr, 
Archibald Little. 

Mr. Stirton saw Guelph start in 
tho dense woods over filty years ago, 
and has lived to ald in adjusting its 
clty robos, He was always active in 
the city’s welfare, and in his retire- 
ment from public life through in- 
creasing infirmity he leaves a record 
that will ever reflect high credit up- 
on him.

Trisons fn Yapan. 


Prisons in Japan resemble large coun- 
try houses with many, outbuildings and 
do not, either in the solidity or details 
of their construction, wear a peniten- 
tlary aspect. The prisoners get food 
in proportion to thelr conduct and in- 
dustry. Those who do not behare 
will get a cake of rice, which must Inst 
them seven days. For the deserving it 
is the ration for but four days, and 
they get with it also a little borse 
meat and potato or pea sauce. The 
labor is compulsory, but not severe, 
and the prisoner gets part of his carn- 
ings, though it amounts to little. The 
discipline Is mfiftary, and serving a 
term {fn prison does not impose an in- 
Melible stigma. Systematic efforts are 
“made to improve the prisoners. All the 
youths under ninetcen years pass two 
hours each day in school. Even when 
their term of sentence {fs over they can- 
not be released till n surety is found 
for thelr subsequent good behavior. 
‘Till this ts provided they must remain 
in prison and may do so for Indefinite 
periods.

The Greco-Roman, and especially the 
Augustan, period was rich in cameos, 
and almost every great Roman wished 
to have his portrait cut in onyx. One of 
these, an exquisite portrait of Emperor 

gustus Caesar himself, is perbaps 

e finest existing cameo. Such por- 
trait cameos were practically indestruc- 
tible, except by accident, Some large 
cameos—the “Triumph of Bacchus” at 
the Vatican, the “Agate de Tibere” at 
Paris and the “Gemma Augesten” at 
Vienna—are splendid works of art:

Bad Season for Salmon. 

The salmon fishing season in Can- 
ada has been practically a failure 
this year, Not only have the fish 
caught with the rod been few, but 
the net fishermen have fared little 
better, so that salmon is selling Ip 
Canada almost at famine rates. The 
end of the season is Aug. 15. 

The first fish enter the rivers al- 
most as soon as the icc bas din 
appeared, and the largest fish are 
usually the first to “run,” as it is 
called. The run continues, at inter~ 
vala, for two or three months. 

But in approaching the mouth of 
their river, the fish invariably hug 
the shore. ‘The net fishermen tako 
advantage of this, and act scrics al- 
ter serlea of nets extending out from 
the shore directly across the path of 
the ascending fish. These nets are 
only taken up to remove thé fish cap- 
tured, and for 36 hours each week, 
from 8 o'clock on Saturday. night till 
6 o'clock Monday morning. 

It is not, therefore, very surpris- 
ing that the bulk of the fish that 
leave the sea each season to ascend 
the rivers are captured in the nets. 
Those that are killed by anglers in 
fair fishing with rod and line are 80 
few an compared with those taken by, 
the commercial fishermen that they 
make no appreciable differetice in 
the supply, but there’ is little doubt 
that. unless more: stringent . measures 
are taken to protect the fish, not 
énly will salmon fishing become a 
thing of the past in Canadian rivera, 
but. there must also be no great fall- 
ing off in the supply of the fish for 
commercial purposes,

Sir Wilfrid Laurier Tells of Dominion's 
Protective Measures. * 


In the House of Commons the oth- 
cr night was passed a vote of $200,- 
000 for the purchase, equipment and 
maintenance of vessela to be vim 
ployed in patrolling the waters. in 
the northern portion of Canada, also 
for catablishing and maintaining po- 
lice and customs posts on the main- 
land*and islands wherever necessury. 

Speaking in support of the vote, 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier said: ‘‘The tom- 
mittee, I am sure, has not forgotten 
that last year we sent an  oxpedi- 
tion to explore, patrol and assert the 
authority of the Government of Ca- 
nada in Hudson's Bay and tho north- 
em waters. The object of this expe- 
dition was fully explained to tho 
House last year and met/with gencr- 
al favor. The view was to assert be- 
yond any possibility of doubt, so 
as to prevent any future possible 


conflict, the undoubted authority of. 


the Dominion of Canada in the wa- 
tera of Hudson's Bay and beyond. 
The steamer Neptune was chartered 
last year and sailed from Halifax. 
It had on board a representative of 
the Geological Department, a repre 
sentative of the Marine and Fishcr- 
ies Department, Inspector Moodie 
and five men of the Mounted Police. 
The instructions given to the expe- 


dition, which was for the time be 
ing under the chief control of Mr. 
Low, Was to explore as far as he 


could during the season tho northern 
Waters and to establish a post some 
where in Hudson's Bay. No definite 
instructions were given to the exper 
dition as to the location of the 
Post. Then, as soon as the breaking 
of the ice in the spring would pere 
init. the expedition was to go north 
and explore Baflin Bay and Lancas 
ter Strait, and then come back to 
Cape Chinley,,on the Straits of 
Hudson's Bay.’ ‘There they had in- 
structions that they would be met 
by another steamer, which was to 
sail, and has sailed, on the 15th of 
July, to meet them, give them coal, 
provisions, etc. 

“The Neptune is to come and be 
relieved and be replaced by another 
boat, the Arctic, which will be under 
the command of Capt. Bernier, and 
which is to sail on August 15th. 
This boat will carry an officer and 
ten men of the Mounted .Polica, apart 
from the crew of the ship. They will 
relieve the Neptune. Their instruce 
tions are to patrol the waters, to 
find suitable locations for posts, to 
establish those posts, and. to assert 
the jurisdiction of Canada. The Gov- 
ernment has been induced to como 
to this action, because it is evident 
that the time has arrived when our 
interests in these northern waters 
should not longer be neglected. 

“At the present time there are 
whalers and fishermen of different 
nations cruising in those waters, und 
unless we take active steps to assert 
what is the undoubted fact, that 
these lands belong to Canada, we 
may perhaps find ourselves later on 
in the face of serious complications."* 

Sir Wilfrid displayed maps on which 
he traced the proposed routes of 
these veasela and the places they havo 
visited and are’ to visit. to a group 
of interested members who crowded 
round the table in the centro of the 
floor.

ed thought. Psychologists may have 
an explanation of these mental pro- 
cess; the most the rest of us can do 
is to appreciate the fact and to pro- 
vide favorable conditions. George 
Paxton Young used to talk to his 
students about ‘‘old sense move- 
ments returning on “their former 
tracks.” That may offer « clue. The 
unremembefed line from “Ulysses,"” 
under the stimules of the emotion 
awakened ‘by thought about John 
Campbell, found its way back along 
the track it mado years ago, and, 
without conscious choice, the two 
men so widely separated were bound 
together in oneppssociation. That, 
too, is a matter tor thé philosophers; 

But second thought over these 
things, and over the discussion» the 
phrase provoked, brings out into 
greater distinctness the aptness, un- 
teen before, not only. of tho phraso 
itself, butjof the whole passage so 
which it belongs.

Oyama reports to Tokio that a 
considerable Russian force remains 
south of the Hun River, while Gen. 
Kuropatkin telegraphed to St. Pet- 
ersburg that the bulk of-the Japan- 
ese force is still south of the Yentai 
branch railroad. Oyama also says 
that the Russians are fortifying the 
heights on both sides of the Liao 
River at Tio Pass. No light is 
thrown on the all-absorbing question 
of where the next engagement in force 
will occur. 

The Russtan Losses, 

Gen. Kuropatkin’s estimate of his 
losses in the fighting around Lino- 
yang are far under the Grit reports.

While this Js going on the pulmonary 
surface is throwing off 150 grams of 
water In the shape of vapor. The 
heart sends 800 quarts of blood 
through the lungs every hour, or about 
5,000 quarts daily,

Misterie Pablishing Heuse That Is About 
‘to Open m Franch in Canada—TWhat 


Now that the Oxford University 
Press ia about to open a Canadian 
branch in Toronto, some particulars 
of this historic publishing house: will 
be read with interest. It is the 
Press in the world that can produce 
@ list of its productions for upwaads 
of 300 years. It has shown contin- 


uous activity from the year 1585, 


when one Joseph Barnes was ap- 
pointed ‘‘Printer to the University,’* 
and granted £100 from the univer- 
sity . cheat._ 
elected delegates ‘‘to watch over the 
interests of the University and to 
contro} the Press." The output of 
the ‘Presa from 1486 to 1900 is es 
timated at 19,475 books, each 


separate edition, although it might | 


consist of a million or more copies, 
being counted as qg unit, and even 
this large total does not include two 
or three hundred issues of the Bible 
and Prayer ‘Book. 

Tho first book printed at Oxford 
was the ‘treaties of Tyrannius Itufin- 
us on the Apostiea’ Creed, ascribed 
to St. Jerome, and bearing the date, 
Dec, 17, MCCCCIXVIL, and copics 
have fetched upwards of $1,800 in 
the auction room. But it is gener- 
ally believed nowadays that an X 
was omitted in the date, which 
should have been 1478, If the form- 
er figure were correct, Caxton could 
no longer be accorded the honor of 
having printed the first book in 
Noglund (which, however, he no- 
where claims), for it was not until 
1477 that he set up his press at 
Westminster. In Henry VII's reign 
Wolsey suppressed the Oxford Press, 
which was reestablished during 
Elizateth'a sovereignty by the Earl 
of Leicester at his own cost. 

‘tho printing was carried on first 
in hired premises at Oxford; then 
in the famous church of St. Mary tho 
Virgin; next, from 1669 to 1719, in 
the Sheldonian Theatre; then at the 
Clarendon Press near the theatre, 
until 1830; and since that date at 
the present fine and picturesque prem- 
isen. It may be explained that the 
universities are entitled to the pet 
petual copyright of books presented 
to them, The copyright of .the Earl 
of Clarendon’s great History of the 
Rebellion was presented to the uni- 
versity, und with the profits gained 
therefrom for the most part the 
building called the Clarendon Press 
(out of compliment to the donor) 
waa erected. Thus the familiar name 
Was derived. 

So far as England is conceracd, 
only the University of Oxford and 
Cambridge and the King’s Printers 
are authorized to print the Bible. 
As Prof. Goldwin Smith once said, 
the real privilege of the Oxford 
Press is “‘that which It secures for 
itself by the most scrupulous — ac- 
curacy and by tnfiniterimal projits’’ 
—infinitesimal that is when spread 
over all the publications of the press. 
Tt is a curious fact that were it 
not for this Bible printing privilego 
(first granted to secure accuracy: in 
the text) it would be impossible for 
the public to obtain Bibles so cheap- 
Iy as now 





° Sulted for Agricutture. 

Mr. ‘Thomas W. Gibson, Director of 
the Bureau of Mines, Toronto, has 
received the first report from the par- 
ty sen? out by the Crown Lands De 
partment to oxplore the Abitibi re 
gion, with a view to ascertaining Ite 
mineral and agricultural resources. 
The party has already traveled over 
the tuwnships of Wark, Gowan, Pros 
ser, Little, McCart. Tully and New- 
market. ‘Most of the land is quite 
flat and covered with a stratified 
clay," writes Mr. J. G. McMillan, 
who is in charge of the exploration. 


“Though somewhat wet on account 
of the level nature of the country, 
the streams have banks of sufficient 


height in most places to drain the 
land, with the exception of those 
parta whieh are covered with = mus- 
keg. These last mentioned are com- 
prised in the district covered so far 
from cnetenth to one-fifth of the 
total area. Owing to the level nature 
of the country the peat deposit on 
them does not extend to any great 
depth. On most of them a sounding 
of from three to aix feet encountered 
n clay bottom, though in some the 
sounding went from ten to twelve 
feet. With a aystem of draining 
tnuch lesa extensive than that ino 
parts of the Counties of Essex, Kent 
and Lambton, mast~Of-these muskegs 
could be changed into farming lands. 

“The country explored was almost 
entirely Huronian, with very few 
outcroppings of rock. At only one 
point was the Laurentian encounter- 
ed. In McCart. Huronian grevnstone, 
\arying somewhat in, appearance, 
and with some veinlets of serpen- 
tine, was seen, and in Tully there 
was found greenstone impregnated 
with pyrites, In Little “township a« 
blucish quartzose — schist, bearing 
TMagnetite and pyrites, was encoun- 
tered. In Wark and Gowan the only 
rock secon’ was in the locality of the 
three and four mile posts on 


schist, with some strifgers of quartz,

“S OSWEGQ, At iS zitoe

historle tombstone has béen unearth- 
ed on which .tbe Inscription can bo 
plainly read. 34 shows clenrly that 
It had ‘been In the ground noarly a 
oomtury and a half. The tombstong 
Wus waovarthed about twenty fect 
ssuth of the wall of the main bar- 
racks fronting on Schuyler sircets. It 
was @t 2 depth of fiftqan feet but 
this spot In one which was filled Ip 
many years ago. aes 

Ths tombstone bs five {vet long, iwo 
feet four Inches wido and twg joches 
thick. Across the top-on the face ie 
curved an Indlan's bead and bencath 
is this Inscription: “Here Lies the 
Body of Lieutenant Basildundar of 
Hig Majesty's 4ch Battery Roy, A.M. 
Kegt.. who departed this fo Oct. 
12th, 1769, aged 36 years.” 

Ths stone Is in excellent condition 
the faseription being much plainer 
‘han the ope marking Chief Obed! 
Parlow, which was unearthed some 
thne ago, Lieutenant ., Basildundar 
wos undoubtedly a soldlervander King 
George IJ, of England, who died just 
ons month after the death of the 
Liqutenant. Gswego was in the pos- 
session of England at that period. 
General Wolfe captured Quebec about 
1 monih priur to Licutenant Basit- 
dundar's death and the latter had-un- 
doubtedly served In ihe French-Lp- 
dian-eEngilsh War. He was in Oswego

A Weman Who Discovers Stars and 
Dees Other Scieatific Werk. 


The only woman who has cver’re- 
ceived an officlal appointment from the 
Harvard University corporation, is Mrs. 
Willamina P. Fleming, the astrono- 
mer. Beginning as a copyist for one 
of the observatory professors, she soon 
undertook the simpler computations 
and at once showed that she possessed 
. the rare and pecullar mental faculties 
necessary for scientific research, says 
a writer in Modern Women, It was 
not long before her gifts in this direc- 
tion gained recognition, and ultimately 
she was appointed curator of the fa- 
mous astrophotographic library of the

examining photographic plates, over 
1,000,000 of which bare come under 
ber speelal observation, Mrs. Fleming 
has discovered a great number of varl- 
able stars and confirmed the discoy- 
ery of severd] new ones.

THE CORSET. 
‘How. It should Be Adjusted For Com- 





Thia article of dress has been the 
subject of much discussion, It has 
the most direct bearing on the general 
health. 

If women knew how to adjust cor- 
sets properly they would prove a bless- 
ing instead of the curse they have 
been. 

Use two strings (not three, as many 
do in order to be able to “pull in” the 
waist), Lace the first from the bot- 
tom up to the waist lMne, the second 
from the waist line to the top. Let 
the strings hang loosely until the gar- 
ment {is on and hooked. Then the ab- 
domen should be pressed up into piace 
by the hands, not pushed down, as 
usual, and the lower string drawn up 
and fastened. The shape of the cor- 
sct holds the abdomen in place. The 
upper string is left very loose and 
fastened. This permits the lungs to 
be OHlled with air. 

This is the only healthful way te 
wear a corset, and if so worn it acts 
as a support to the organs and also 
to the clothing. 

By first adjusting and fastening the 
lower part, then by drawing a very 
deep breath while the upper string is 
entirely loose, one can tell how much 
“slack” should be left In order to have 
unrestricted breathing.

ROOM. DEFECTS. 


They Can Be Modified by Treatmen: 
= of Walls and Flcers, 

All defects in aizo and shape of 
rooms and halls can to a large extent 
be modified or overcome to such a de- 
gree by the treatment given to walls 
and floor that the faulty construction 
will no longer appear conspicuous, 

For instance, a room that is too long 
for the width may materially be 
changed by running across the middle 
of the room.a deep Jupanese lattice of 
fretwork, and from this suspend a dou- 
dle portiere, This breaks up an un- 
Pleasant distance and if the lattice is 
open admita sufficient light for that 
part of the room. Moreover, the por- 
tleres can be left partly open and need 
never be closed entirely uniess a very 
cozy effect is desirable, If a carpet is 
used on the floor it should extend to 
the baseboard without a border, as 
this apparently increases the floor 
space, If rugs are preferred select sey: 
eral to spread across the width of the 
floor rather than one or two long ones 
down the middle of the room, as the 
more horizontal lines are introduced 
the wider will seem the room. 

The ceiling of a low studded room 
will appear farther off if the treatment 
of the walls has a pronounced Perpen- 
dicular design, and it will appear still 
higher if the picture rail is omitted en- 
tirely, or, If too great a necessity to 
exclude, place it close up to the core. 
The height of the room will appear 
&reater, too, if by skillful treatment the 
size of the ceiling space be apparently 
reduced so as to give the effect of Te- 
ceding. This may be accomplished by 
a border, cither paper, stencil or the 
introduction of some form of decora- 
tion that will leave a smaller space or 
surface plain.—Exchange.

Salmon Curry. 

Fry half a small onion chopped very 
fine in one tablespoonful of butter un- 
til a light brown. Add to it the liquor 
drained from a can of salmon and a 
half a cup of water. Simmer five min- 
utes, strain and return to the fire. Add 
half a tablespoonful of flour rubbed 
smooth In a little cold water, one tea- 
spoonful of curry powder, one tea- 
spoonful of lemon Juice, salt and pep- 
per to taste, When boiling add the 
salmon broken jn large flakes, Simmer 
five minutes and serve.

Which Eye Is Stronger?

On the hypothesis 
that the number of “replies” fs always 
the sume, no matter what the preced- 
ing move may have been the number 
of ways of playing the first four moves 
op one side only would be 318,979,504,- 
000. Let us assume for convenience 
of calculation thut for the next six 
moves on each side after the frst four 
there is a chofce of thirty ways of 
Playing. We thus get by combination 
with the result quoted above Sgures 
which prove that the number of ways 
of playing the first ten moves on each 
side {8 169,518,S29,100,544,000,000,000,- 
000,000. 

The above figures are quoted from an 
article on “The Inexhaustibillty of 
Chess” by Edward Anthony, a noted 
British matuematician.

Gallant Captain Given Command 
of the Arctic. : 








Major Moodie Recsives His Commission 
As Commander-in-Chief of the Expedi- 

* thea te Madson Bay—Inspecter Pelle- 
ther Head of the Mounted Pellce— 
Mintster Prefoataine and Masy Friends 
See Expedition Start Fer North. 


Quebec, Que., Sept. 19.—There were 
thousands of spectators on the 
King’s Wharf and -on the Dufferin 
Terrace when the steamer Arctic left 
at 122.30 o'clock Saturday afternoon 
for her three years’ cruise in the wa- 
ters of Hudson Bay and Mackenzie 
River. 

Tho Minister of Marine and Fisher- 
ies. Hon. R. Prefontainc, went on 
bonrd at 12.15 p.m., after having 
thoroughly Inspected the steamer in 
the morning, and addressed the 
crowd from the bridge of the vesrel, 
ile was surrounded by many promi- 
nent citizens. lon. Mr. Prefontaine 
bade God-speed to the officers and 
crew, saying that they had a very 
finportant duty fo fulfill, a very im- 
portant mission to execute for the 
Government, the organization of a 
vust extent of Cunadiun territory in 
the northern part of the country. 


He expressed the hope that, Io 
thres years, they would como back, 
enjoying good health, afteMhaving 


been true to themselves and thoir 
country. He said that next year a re 
lief steamer would be sent to them. 
Turning towards Major Moodic, he 
gave him his commission as com- 
tnanderin-chiel of the expedition. 

To Capt. Bernier, he said that he 
had tho full command of the veasel 
and its crew, and that he was re- 
sponsible for the ship. He (Captain 
Bernier) would in three years from 
now, perhaps, be in a position to 
renlize the dream of his life—a trip 
towards the North Pole for its dis- 
covery. The Government thought 
that, for the moment. there was 
something more important to ac 
coniplish, that is, the organization 
of the vast territories of the far 
north.

At 
Dresden arrangements are made 10 
erect a temporary wooden fence 
rouml the smallpox pavilion as <oon 
a9 a case is admitted. But. gencra}- 
ly spenking. the cases are “isolated” 
in a pavilion standing on the site of 
the gencral hospital, and in no 
way shut off fram the rest of ‘the 
establishment. Tt follows that in 
Germany there is no isolation of 
smallpox as we xhould understand it, 
and that there ix certainly nothing 
of the kind which would even hinder, 
much less prevent, the occurrence of 
widespread epidemics among a sus- 
ceptible population. In England, as 
wa know only too well, such epidem- 
ics not only occur, but are sources 
of great mortality, great suffering, 
and great expense. In Germany they 
are unknown, obviously because the 
people generally have been renderid 
insusceptible, although frequent aut- 
breaks of tho dixvase have occurred 
in towns in the vleinity ef the fron- 
liers, and also in the persons of for- 
eigners resident in or visiting Ger- 
many.

“POSTING THE GLOVE.”" 


— 
O14 Werld Custem of County Fair—Pre 
mised Immunity From Arrest. 


Onc of those old-world customs, 
dating from time immemorial, which 
ere still to be found flourishing in 
Parts of rural England, was observed 
at Honiton recently, when in quaint 
phraseology the annual fair was 
formerly declared open. 

Attired In q costume somewhat re- 
sembling that of the ancicnt parish 
beadles, with a three-corncred hat, 
blue coat and trousers, and red 
waistcoat, plentifully ornamented 
with gilt braid, the town caler of the 
ancient borough took up his stand at 
mid-day outside the market-house. 

As tho hour struck, this gorgeously 
attired official delivered himself of 
the following announcement: 

“‘Oyez! oyez! oycz! The fair’s be 
gun, The glove js up. No man can 
be arrested till the glove is tak 
down. God save the King.” 

This proclamation, which was made 
in the presence of the borough off 
clals and members of the council, an- 
nually attracts a large crowd of 
visitors and sightscers, ond tho as 
semblage repeats in chorus the words 
of the proclamation. The announce- 
ment is also innde in other parts of 
the town, and at the conclusion of 
each stoppage nuls are thrown for 
the crowd to scramble for. 

The fair dates back to the time of 
Henry Ul., when Isabella de Forti+ 
bus, then the lady of the manor, 
granted a charter to Honiton to 
hold a fair, the crier representing the 
authority of the Lord of the Manor, 

‘The “glove” is a large gilt model 
of a glove or hand, aflixed to the 
top of a long pole. It is displayed 
on the balcony of an ancient hostelry 
in tho centre of the cattle fair on the 
Wednesday, and on Thursday is re- 
moved to the other cnd of the towa, 
where the horse fair is held. 

The promised immunity from ar 
reat is a relic of ‘the good old days” 
when the debtors’ laws wero in exim 
tence. 





Armada Relics at Auction, 

When the Armada was scattered, 
one of the unfortunate galleons was 
cast away and sunk in the Tober- 
mory Bay, Island of Mull. The ship 
Was reputed to hold cnormous trea- 


sure, and as far back as 1641 the 
Tights of salvage were granted to 
Archibald Marquis of Argyll. The 


mInany attempts since then to discove 
er the millions of moncy in the sands 
of the sea havo not been successful, 
but from time to time portions of 
the ship and of its munitions have 
been fetched up. 

Not long ago a few of these relics 
were submitted to tho inspection and 
bidding of the curious. These cum- 
urdus spoils of the decp did not, 
however, fnscinate the market. Col 
lectors nowadays draw a sharp line 
between objects of art and curios, 


whatever the historical interest of 
the latter may be. 
The chief memento was, unques 


tionably, a bronze brecch-loading ¢Can< 
non, 4 feet long with separate pow- 
der chamber. The shot and wad stilk 
relpain in the gun, and there are 
trates of powder in the chamber. A 
nealy-undecipherable date is probab- 
ly 1}63. For thia the comparatively 
good price of £55 Was paid, and it 
is understood that the gun will find 
a home in the muscum of the Char- 
ter-House School at Godalming. 

A piece of the planking of the 
ship’s side, with trecnail-holes, mada 
£2, an apothecary’s metal mortar 
£4 10a., and’ two pairs of antique 
compasses £4. Six stone cannon balls 
of 6} inch diamcter brought £7, and 
two iron balls £1 10s. Grim remind- 
ers of the tragedy were several hue 
man bones, f which £1 15a. was 
given. Lartly; gold double-headed 
scrpent finger-ring realized £6 10s., 
end 33 large Spanish silver coina, 
apparently pesos, £25. 








Celebrated 100th Birthday. 

The hundredth birthday of the Rev. 
James Way, father of Sir Samucl 
Way, Chief Justice and Lieut.Gov- 
ernor of South Australia, has just 
been celebrated in Adelaide. ‘The 
aged Methodist minister, says the 
Melbourne correspondent of a Lon- 
don newspaper, was born in 1804, 
while the war had broken out afresh 
between France and England, On: of 
Mr. Way’s uncles was kilicd at Tra- 
felgar, and other relatives sorved un- 
der Nelson off Toulon. As itinerant 
minister in the early days of South 
Australia, Mr. Way carried hia whole 
wardrobe and library in a amall bag, 


the library consisting of a pocket- 
book, hymn book and Gurney’s 
“Educational Bible.” His first sal- 


ary was £8 9 year, and a small al- 
lowance for fire and candles. One of 
his earliest exploits was a walk from 
Brighton to Tenterden in order to se 
cure a neconé-hund copy of Clark's 
“Commentary.” 





Jug Brought 1,100 Guineas. 

A church warden of the West Malling 
(Kent) parish church discovered in a 
Jumber room some time ago a pecu- 
Marly shaped jug, which was sub- 
‘nequently identified as a rare old 
Elizabethan stoup. An offer of £50 
for it was refused, and tho church 
authorities decided to send it te 
Christie’s, where it Was sold for 1,- 
109 guineas. With the proceeds the 
authorities have just completed sev- 
“eral important improvements in the 
fine old church. Varta of the fabric 
have been restored, a now porch has 
been erected, and the seating accome- 
modation has been greatly improved.

Inke. and Albany River Railway 
Company," which said company pro- 
cured a charter for the building of a 
railroad through, Northern Ontario. 
‘The sald company were desirous of 
hnving the Ontario Government vote 
Uent a land bonus, and in order to 
procure such bonus two of the mem- 
hers of the said company, namely, 
Messrs. ‘Eugene Cane, an agent of 
the’ respondent at Newmarket, Ont., 
and Andrew Yule, another agent in 
the same place, approached the re 
spondent to secure ‘his influence - in 
having the said bonus passed by the 
Legislative Assembly of the Pro- 
vince of Ontario, but the respondent 
demanded as his consideration for his 
assistance in this regard from the 
said company the sum of ten thou- 
sund dollars as a subscription from 
the said company to his campaign in 
the said byelection, and the said 
Andrew Yule,” Henry S, Cane and 
Eugene Cane, did thereupon pay to 
the said respomicnt the sum of five 
thousand dollars in cash for the said

PROSTS NIP WESTERN GRAIN. 


Average Wheat Yield Will Net Be Mere 
Than 16 Bushels, 


Winnipeg, Sept. 21.—Heavy frosts 
Were general throughout the west 
Mondey 3 night, ranging from 2 to & 
degrees, practically no district es- 
caping. Although the great bulk of 
wheat is now in, certain sections in 
Saskatchewan and Northern Assini- 
ola have still a considerable per- 
centage to harvest. 

According to the C. P. R. weekly 
<top reports, given out yesterday, 
wheat growers all over the country 

are being greatly handicapped by the 
Taina ef the past week. In some parts 
it has been raining continually for 
the past four or five days, while in 
ether places, frequent janowers are 
putting a complete stop to thresh- 
ing. As a result, at some points, 
from & to 25 per cent. of wheat and 
oats still remains to be harvested. 

Many sections of country were not 
visited by rust at all, but at many 
of these places frost has nipped the 
gtain considerable, although, in no 
instance, in comparison to injury by 
rust. It would appear that the aver- 
age yield of wheat will not reach 
higher than 16 bushels to the acre. 
Some pojats show a yield as high as 
30 bushels, with oats averaging up 
to 40 bushels, but these places are 
extremely rare.

dence im the ability of the defenders 
to hold eut, despite the furious on- 
slaughts of the Japanese. 

‘The last attack mentioned by Gen. 
Stoessel took place the night of Sept. 
14 and was directed “against redeubt 
No. 8, which protects the water sup- 
ply of the elty. The rodoubt is about 
two miles beyond the line of perma- 
nent forts and the attack upom this 
shews that the Japanese were sot 
within striking distance of the main 
fortress. 

The sensational announcement that 
Gen. Kuroki hes crossed the Hun 
River unopposed, and that the whole 
Japanese army is advancing upon 
Mukden does not receive credence 
here. 

General Attack on Fert Arthur. 

Che Foo, Sept. 21.—Authoritalive 
information has been received here of 
a general attack upon Port Arthur 
by the Japanese forces which began 
before. daytreak yesterday and con- 
tinued until dark.

The symbol of the dove which 
Isaiah uses to describe the church 
could not be better illustrated than 
by the spectacle in the great squaro 
of Venice, which is flanked on the 
one sido by the famous cathedral of 
St. Mark. With but few exceptions I 
have seen all tho great cathedrals of 
the world. Take it all in all, though 
it cost not nearly as‘riuch as some 
others, the most Impressivo cathedral 
I ever saw was that of St. Mark’s of 
Venice. 

Like unto natural scenery St. 
Mark's is the Yellowstone Park, not 
the Yosemite or the Gothard Pass, 
among the cathedrals. It impressed 
me not with its size so much as its 
exquisite ‘colorings. Its roof, its 
walls, its arcades all blended as the 
colors of @ rainbow frozen in stone. 
The tops of {ta lofty columns wero 
not hideous with grimy gargoyles. 
They were chiseled into flower gar- 
dens, which grew at your fect or 
with their leaves hung down from 
above. These different flower gar- 
deng were so perfectly chiseled that 
it med as if the winds, sweeping 
up m tho Venctian Canals were 
gentl swaying them aa the rose- 
bushes” bended under the touch of a! 
kumuner breeze in your father’s gar- 
den. There, within those walls, the 
chancel gnd auditorium bicnd in such 
perfect harmony that when I stood 
beforo the altar's picturo of the dying 
Christ I felt for tho Orst time in a 
European cathedral that I was in tho 
presence of God and in the place of 
prayer. 1 

But, though [ saw many places in- 
the Venice cathedral that entranced 
mo, after all, my greatest lesson 
learned thero was outside the cathe 
dral walls, and not within. I learned 
that lesson there not from tho cold 
stones of a building, but from the 
warm hearts of living doves. ‘There, 
from behind the towers and froin 
within tho recesses down from tho 
roof and the four great bronze hors- 
es, from pillars and vestibules, tho 
doves gather ground you by the 
hundreds. They camo as fearlessly to 
my side as my little children might 
come. ‘They perched on my shoulder, 
On my-hat, They fluttered over my 
head. ‘They crowded - by the hun- 
dreda at my feet to eat of the food 
I had roady for thom. As they Mut- 
tered about me I said to mysclf, 
“Would that God‘s sinful children 
might here gather about these church 
doors as I seo my God's little feath- 
ered loved ones."" When I spoke these 
words involuntarily ‘I started. £ 
said to myself, “Why will not God's 
sinful children thus come to God's 
sanctuaries?" Did not Isaish in 
vision sce them coming? Shall they 
not come? Will they not come now *

It is not the policy of Great Bri- 
tain to monopolize the Government 
of India. On the contrary, the efforts 
of the Viceroy are directed towards 
developing home rule among the 
various tribes, India is a land of 
many nations and languages. It has 
goimne six hundred native princes, Who 
exercise authority within their own 
sphere. But behind the throne in eve 
ery case stands the British Viceroy. 
The prince knows that if he violates 
the law there-is a power to which he 
will be held accountable. Lord Cura 
on has on two occasions deposed na- 
tive rulers, Ono of these, the Raja 
of Bhartpur, beat a servant to deat! 
in 1900. le was a man of violent 
passions and intemperate habits.

Thus tho Dritish power in India is 
exerted to punish wrong and prevent 
anarchy. 

India's Political System. 

In describing the complex system 
of Government in India recently 
Lord Curzon stated that the LDritish 
Crown is the cementing and inspir- 
ing force., He added: **Tho political 
system of India is- neither feudalism 
nor federation. It is embodied in no 
constitution; it docs not rest upon 
treaty, and {t bears no resemblance 
to a league. It represents a series of 
relationships that have grown up be- 
tween the Crown and the Indian 

rincos under widely different histor 
ical conditions, but which in process 
of time have gradually conformed to 
a single type. Tho sovercignty of the 
Crown is everywhere unchallenged. 
Conversely, the dutics and serviecs 
of the State are implicitly recogniz- 
ed, and, as a rule, falthfully dis- 
charged, It fa this happy blend of 
authority with free will, of sentiment 
with self-interest, of duties with 
rights, that distinguishes the Indfan 
Empire under the British Crown from 
any othcr dominion of which we read 
fn history.’’ Under this unique sys- 
tem the native princes enjoy author 
ity and protection, and become pil- 
lars of the Imperial edifice.

A Curfous Plant, 

One of the most curious plants ia 
the world is one described by trave 
clers recently from the Cape negro 
colony, a littleknown region of Af- 
rica, and called the spider plant. 
These travelers often heard from the 
natives of a plant that was part 
spider and that, growing, threw its 
legs about in continual struggle to 
eacape, It was the good fortune of 
Dr. Welwitsch to discover the origin 
of the legend, Strolling along tnrough 
@ windewent tablolam@i couatry. he 
came upon a plant that rested tow 
upon the ground, but had two enor- 
mous leaves that had twisted about 
in the wind like serpents—in fact, it 
looked, as the natives had said, like 
a-gigantic spider. 

Its stem was four fect across and 
but a foot high. It had but two 
leaves in reality, that were six or 
eight feet long, and split up by the 
wind so that thiy resembled rib- 
bons. This {s probably .the most ex- 
traordinary tree known. It grows 
for nearly, if not quite, a century, 
but never upward beyond about a 
foot, simply expanding unt: it 
Teaches the diameter given, looking 
in its adult state like a singular 
stool on the plain from ten to elgh- 
teen feet in circumference, 

When the wind came rushing in 
from the see, lifting the curious rib- 
bon-like leaves and tossing them 
about, it almost scomed to the dis- 
coverer that the strange plant had 
suddenly become imbued with life 
and was struggling to escape. When 
a description and picture of the plant 
were sent to England, {it was, like 
many other discoveries, discredited, 
but soon the plant itself was re 
celved, and now Wolwitschia mir- 
abilis Is well known to botanists.

A few days ago it shipped the first 
instalment of a huge Egyptian ordez 
for 10,000,000 piasters. .The . con- 
signment welghcd five tons, was con- 
veyed in sixty cases and valycd at 
$15,000,000. For well over a century 
Birmingham has taken the lead in 
this literal kind of money - making. 
As far back as 1797 one firm coined 
under contract for the British Gov- 
ernment 4,000 tons of copper coin, 
valued at about $4,000,000. Among 
the countries and Governments which 
have gone time after time to Bir 
mingham for their money arc India, 
Tunis, Canada, Turkey, China, Hong 
Kong, Hayti, Sarawak, ‘Tuscany, 
Venceuela and Chile, , P 

In some instances, notably that of 
China, the coins were'not made fn 
Birmingham. As a matter of fact, no 
Chinese coin has, so far as is known, 
ever have been made outside of the 
Celestial Empire. The pride and pre- 
judice of the Chinese have to be 
humored, so the firm sent out a com- 
plete plant with'men to operato it, 
and the coins were struck in China. 
No fewer than eight separate plants 
have been sent out to China in this 
way. . 

For the new kingdom of Italy the 
same thing was done in 1862, 1.600 
tons of “‘blanks’f being shipped to 
furnish the raw matcrial. Again, in 
Marseilles, when the re-establishment.

Very young 
critics are apt, nowadays, to com 
pare Mr. Zangwil} with Mr. ‘J. Freo- 
man Bell,” generally to the disad- 
vantage of the former. For two or 
three years after the “Premicr and 
the Painter,” Mr. Zangwill did little 
or nothing except edit Aricl, and 
then in 1891—he Is only forty now— 
he stepped into success with the

And so 
it has been for a long time more 
than a century, and secms likely to 
continuo for centuries to come. ‘ 

What Interesting stories the gener- 
ations “.of Tattersall’s® could _ have 
handed down to us if they had cared 
to, for they have had intimate -rela- 

:tions with many of the greatest men 
of the iast five generations. It was 
at Tattersall’s that Lords Paliner- 
ston and Derby met one May in 

1859. The Derby Ministry had just 

received its dceath-blow in thc Com- 
mons, and both statesmen had horses 
in the coming Derby. 

“Well, Palmerston,”’ said the Ear), 
“you don’t expect to win the Derby, 
I hope? Two wins in ono week would 
be too much." “I don't know,’ an- 
swered Palowrston. ‘‘Mainstone’s a 
good horse.’”” -Palmerston became 

+ Prime Minister a few weeks later, but 
his horse did not win the Derby— 

' neither did his rival's. 

It was at Tattersall’s that Lord 
Hastings paid his Derby losses in 
1866, amounting to £103,000. "'Her- 
mit fairly’ broke my heart,’’ he said, 
“but I-did not show it, did I?” But 
it would fill a column merely to men- 
tion by name the men who have be- 
como historic for one reason or ano- 
ther whose faces have been familiar 
at Tattersall’s. They range from 
George IV. to King Edward, from 
Lord Eglinton of tournament fame to 
Lord Rosebery and froi/Lord Georgo 
Bentinck and the Earl of Glasgow to 
the Duke of Portland of to-day. 

The original Tattersall was train- 
ing groom to the last Duke of King- 
ston, and when his patron dicd he 
opened the auction mart, which was 

. to become so famous, on the site 
on Which St. George's Hospital now 
stands. 

* Richard, it is said, laid the foun- 
dation of his fortune when he bought 
Highflyer for the then cnormous sum 
of £2,500, but he seems to have been 
ea singularly shrewd man, and there 
is little doubt that he would havo 
got on quite cell even without High- 
flyer. 

He quickly established a groat re- 
putation as a judge of a horse and 
| as a man of strict probity and his 
tart Was patronized by all the prin- 
cipal horse owners and soon bscame 
quite a fashionable resort—"'a place 
where men of position and honor 
night congregate without breathing 
the pestilential vapor that too often 
surrounds the stables.“" 

The original mart was approached 
through an arched passage, at the 
foot of which was ao tap-room, ‘The 
Turf, patronized by Jockeys, grooms 
ond horse dealers, and it comprised 
the subscription-room, where bets 
Were recorded and settled, a “‘gardpn- 
like enclosure which formed a kind of 
open-air club for patrons of rank,’ a 
courtyard with rostrum where 
auction sales Were held. and a large 
number of stables for the horses. In 
j the centre of the enclosure Was a 

pump shrincd under a pillared dome. 
which was crowned by a bust of 

George IV., Nichard ‘attersall’s 
' good friend and patron. 

When the lease expired in 1865 the 
mart was moved to its present quar- 
ters in Knightsbridge, near to Albert 
Gate, where the king-crowned dome 
still holds its own in the new court- 
yard. It is interesting to note that 
the triangular picce of ground in 
front of Tattersall’s was once part 
of a Village green with a Maypole, 
as well as a Watch-house and a 
pound, which survived until seventy 
dears ago. 

Auctions are held on 
throughout the year and on Thurs- 
days during the height of the sea- 
sou. And what exciting scenes and 
What phenomenal bidding have been 
seen at Tattersall’s. 

In September, 1861, Sir Tatton 
Sykes had bidden 3,000 guincas for 
fandango, and in his anxiety he im- 
tincdiately sprang another hundred. 
When he was reminded by the auc 
tioneer that he had made the prev 
ious bid as well, he said, ‘*Knock 
lim down, Mr. Tattersall. knock him 
down. We want to go to the races.’’ 
But 3.100 guineas ina very small fige 
ure compared with many. in Tatter- 
sall’s hooks. Bair Athol fetched 12,- 
500) guineas and Meddler 2,000 
guineas more; Isonomy was knocked 
down for 9,000 guineas and Baron 
Mlirsch paid 5.500 guinean for La 
Fléepe asia filly.

The present owncr-of {faplow Court 
was born rather more than 49 years 
ago, en Oct. 30, 1855. His prepara- 
tory schooling he received at Malvern 
Wells. In his thirteenth year he not 
only was proxime accessit for & 
scholarship at Harrow, but by the 
death of his father, succeeded to the 
ancestral estate. s 

At Harrow he soon became of note 
doth as an athicte and a cricketera 
At the age of 18 ho was the bowler 
excellence of the school cleven 
while his high status as 9 runner Was 
firmly establishtd, And he was at 
the same time no lnggard at his 
books. : 
Did Alps in Eight Days. 

He entered Balliol in 1874, where 
his crickcting and athletic reputation 
had preceded him. 1t was during his 
Oxford career, in fact, just after his 
success at ““Meds’’ that he prepared 
a surprise for Alpine guides and es 
tablished a record in Alpine climb- 
ing.

“den’’—on the Iecft of the entrance 
hali to Taplow Court—aro pleatiful 
photographic portraits of the eights 
and elevens in which he figured so 
prominently, as well as pictures of 
Alpine heights; while in his great 
central glass roofed hall, around 
which the house is ‘built, may be seen 
cars and tankards and other memen- 
tas of his physical powers on the 
river and ruaning-path. 

In the earlicr portion of his period 
of travel and adventure, Mr. Grenfell 
thoroughly familiarized himself with 
Switzerland ‘and Canada. Three

Here they spent a very 
enjoyable time, Mr. Grenfell getting 
some elephant and other shooting in 
tho southeastern presidency. ‘They 
also visited the Mubarajah of Kuch 
Uehar, where they played lawn tem 
nis and went shooting. 

Mr. Grenfell has become promincnt- 
ly identified with the bi-motallist 
movement, and it was largely owing 
tu the strong and convinced views he 
hold and still holds on this subject 
that ho resigned hls seat in tho 
House of Commons for Hereford ig 
the summer of 1893.

After the Toronto press had publish- 
ed the story of the. crime and de- 
scriptions of those who were thought 
to have cominitted the crime, the 
detective .departnient sent out 300 
circulara te Ontario towns. One of 
these circulars reached Chief Bond of 
Port Hope, who furnished the in- 
formation which led to the arrest of 
the Martins. 

Yesterday afternoon detectives 
went to Corby’ restaurant, 109 
East King street, and escorted Ethel 
Martin to police headquarters. There 
she was asked where child was. 
She replied in Port Hope with her 
mother. Chief Bond was asked by 
wire if that wns so. He answered 
that the child was not in Port Hope, 
and had not been there since August 
1. 

In the meantime Mrs. Butler of 
Forest road, the lady who noticed 
the couple on tho street car on the 
day--of-the murder, was sent for.

Mallways Make Cencessions As Result of 
Recent Protests, i 


Toronto, Sept. 27.—As a result of ; 
the complaints of the Fruit Growers’ 
Association at tho recent session of 
the Railway Commission, the freight | 
rates will be materially reduced. The H 
railways have coiinunicated these re- | 
ductions to.W. H. Bunting, president ! 
of tho Fruit Growers’ Association, . 
who in turn has sont the statement | 
to It. B. Cowan, editor of The Cana- | 
dian Horticulturist. H 

The reductions ma are material ; 
in car tots-ahinped’ from larger sec} 
tions, princfpally Toronto, Ottawa. 
Montreal, Quebec and Winvipeg. Spe | 
cial rates are also made for half car | 
lots of 10,000 pounds or over. Tho } 
concessions made are equal to about | 
$10 per car from Toronto, Ottara 
end Montreal, and about $33 per 
car to the Northwest. In addition to | 
these concessions the rate for ico on 
cars destined for Manitoba have becn 
lessened. Hereafter the shipper wil! 
be charged only for the actual 
amount of Ice used. Apples, whether 
in boxes or barrels, will be carried 
at the same rate, and it is under- 
Btood that pears in boxes or barrels 
will be in the same class as apples in 
the future. 

While these concessions are not al! 
that the committee representing the 
fruit industry asked, for and consid- 
ered rehsonablé, they are a measure 
of relicf to a very serious situation. 


OFFICER COMMITTED SUICIDE. 


Misteek Lad Fer s Dark Cleué and Liner 
Strauded. 


Montreal, Sept. 27.—At the in- 
Quiry yosterday into the stranding of 
the Allan Liner Hibernian, off tho 
coast of Newfoundland last May, it 
developed that Second Officer Gal- 
lagher, who was blamed for the ac- 
cident, committed suicide by drown- 
tng.

VICE IN GATHOLIC CIURCUES. 


Now -York, Sept. 27.~—The commis 
sion appointed by Archbishop Furley 
in wecordance pith «the views of 
Top: Pius X. to consider abuses 
which have creptiinto the musteal 
part. of the liturgical functions of 
the iteman Cuthoic © Church has 
mude a repori. This report has been 
approved by the archbishop, and will 
hersafter be the Jaw for the arch- 
diocese of New Yurk, av fart as the 
music of the church is conocrned. 

The commission says it is evident 
from careful study of the instruction 
of the Holy Father that he requires 
that Gregorian musie be fFestored In 
every chureh to its high place of hon- 
or, and, the ordinary, or cummon of 
the Ibaes, and the anthepone, ete. of 
the vespers be rendered according to 
the same. In the ordinary, or com- 
inon ef the mass, and fer the psalms 
of vespers, while the Grezorian isto 
be preferred, the Patestrinian, or 
even the modern style of music may 
be uscd. provided the litter be strict- 
ly religious and ceclesiastieal in 
charucter, and the music corresponds 
with the word of the liturgical text 
without omisdons, inversions or vain 
Teyxtitions 

The commission also finds it to be 
the wish of the Popo that Githolie 
Church musie be such as no to at- 
tract the attention of the hearers ad 
much to itself a4 to become 4 source 
of distraction frem divine service, and 
that boy« take the places of sepran- 
o+ and contralto singers in all Cath- 
olic Church choirs. 

The commission reoommemds that 
systematic teaching of music be re- 
quirec in all Catholic schools, and 
that if powible a oonscrvatory of 
church music be ormzanized ander the 
control of diocesan authority, having 
professors for tle vario branches: 
of church music training of 
organisia and teachers. 

The reyort was embodied ina pas- 
foral Inttes issued by Archuixhop 
Farley and read in all the Roman 
Catholic~Churches of the archdiocese 
last Sunday. In comment, the arch- 
bishop said the quallty of the music 
will not suffer by tbo exclusion of 
certain compositions so long in fav- 
or with many to the detriment of 
devotion.

A special rate for ‘one-half oar lots, 
or 10,000 Ibs. or over, het also been 
made, In addition the flat rate for 
icing ccars, destined for Munitoba, 
has been abolished, and hereafter 
ehippera will only be charged for the 
actual amount of ice shipped.

Uncertain as to 
whore the blow will fall Kuropatkin 
is fortifying Fakoman, twenty-five 
miles northeast of Mukden, evidently 
with the object of arresting Kuroki’s 
flanking movement from that direc- 
tion, and also to protect the retreat 
of the force now holding Sinmintin, 
an important strategic point forty 
miles west of Mukden, and ten miles 
west of the Liao River. 

The Japanese are repeating the 
same leisurely, methodical prepara- 
tions which have characterized all 
their successive advances in Man- 
churia, Their screen of outposts 
keeps continually in touch with the 
Russian troopa who report « variety 
of movements at several points of 
the long front. But it ie apparent 
Kuropatkin does not anticipate he 
Will be able to hold Mukden, and is 
preparing for an orderly retreat on 
tho Tie Pass, which, by all ac- 
counts, will be tho hardest nut to 
crack that the Manchurian campaign 
has yet yiclded. 

Thero is no news from Port Arthur 
and reporta of a sortie by the Vladi- 
vostock squadron and of a naval cn- 
gagement off the southeastern ex- 
tremity of the Russian Island of Sak- 
halin have not been verified.

Prime'-Minister Promises News of 
Election Date Soon. 





Reviews the History of His Government Since 1896, and Says the 
Conservative Governments Preceding Him Were Composed 
of Respectable Men But That They Were Discordant- 
ly Related--Against Government Ownership 





Sorel, Sept. 29.—‘I have been ask- 
ed to tell you when we are to havo a 
general election. I will not answer 
that now, but I will glve you a reply 
in a few days.” 

The above declaration was made 
bere yesterday by the Prime Minister 
‘of Canada, Sir Wilfrid Laurier. Sic 
Wilfrid was accompanied by Hon. 
J. R. Prefontaine, Hon. L. I 
Brodeur, Hon, R, Lemicux and about 
all the Federal members from Mon- 
treal and the Richelieu district. 

“The Fremier’s Claims. 


The Premicr’s specch was listened 
to by 4,000 to 5,000 people and was 
a lengthy review of the acts of the 
Ministry since after the elections of 
1896. Speaking of tho retirement of 
the Conservative Government, Sir 
Wilfrid said it had been composed of 
respectable men, but there had becn 
so much discord that thelr fall gavo 
pleasure to friends and enemies alike. 
He was called to power, and claim- 
ed that as heaven helps those who 
help themselves, the Laurier Govern- 
ment had been the instrument in the 
hands of Providence to bring about 
a development the like of which had 
never been seen. His Government 
had been one of reconcilliation and 
in the past eight years had brought 
peace and happiness to the Domin- 
fon. 

Tariff Not Pertect. 


Referring to the tariff he said it 
was not perfect, but it had given 
general satisfaction. Every tariff 
should be investigated every seven 
or eight years, and it was the in- 
tewtian of the-Ministry to make a 


accond investigation and reform the 
tariff according to tho wants of the 
country. Sir Wilfrid then eloquently 
defended the tariff of proference as 
well as the superiority of the Eng- 
lish market over the Arnerican. Hv 
had given his answer on this ques- 
tlon when at the heart of the Eim- 
pire and surrounded by his colleag- 
ues, he had told the Imperial au- 
thoritics that Canada was ready to 
make a treaty of commerce with 
Great Britain, and would discuss 
with them, tho details of such a 
treaty. 
Tarte Remains His Friend. 

He then defended the Government's 
Policy of transportation and added 
that he had always been in accord 
on this question with Hon. Mr, 


Tarte, who, although no longer his” 


colleague, had remained his friend, 
and Sir Wilfrid said he wanted to 
acknowledge what the ex-minister 
had done for Soret. After declaring

RULLENIN ‘FOR AUGUST — RE- 
DURNS FOR SIIHE-MONTIL. 

The report the Provincia] Board 
of Health for the enunth of August 
thows that the number of cases of 
infectious diseases reported were 
4). per wnt. greater than in Aug- 
wit, 1903. The inercuse of deaths 
caused was 20.5 per cent. The in- 
crease in cases in duc largely to 
tynhoxt and diththeria, and the 
deaths to tuberoulosis and typhoid. 
Outbreaks of typhoid in London, St. 
Thomas and North Bay are, responsi- 
ble for 2 considerable inercase in 
the typhoid figures, but the figures 
are swollen by the fact that phyai- 
cians and householders are oomply- 
ing with a request to observe see 
tion 86 of the Health Act 
port cases more promptly than in for- 
ter months. The returns in connce- 
tiou with this disease gave 293 otses, 
with 50 deaths, but this bs not un- 
usual. as typhoid is generally, more 
prevalent during the Jater summer 
and carly fall months than any} oth- 
qr ecasons of the year. [t is curious 
(hat Port Stanley, the alleged source 
of some of the outbreaks, reported

berculosis continued to reap Its 
constant pbarvest, carrying off no 
less than 188 victims, being nearly 
twice as many as the other six

In Hiroshima-hospital a Japanese 
apy, Ito by name, lay dylag. He made 
a frightful pleture. Most of bis 
fingers had beem frozen off: his 





-body was indesoribably emaciated. 


Hts face was as ono that had been 
seared and twisted by fire}. an ox- 
pression of torture bas found a per- 
manent lodgment among bis fea- 
tures. 

To this wrecked creature, says Mr. 
iW. L. Comfort, an Amerlown corre- 
read ent, writing In the “Japan 
Times,” camo a member of tho Im. 
perlal Tlouschold bearing the appre- 
elation of the Emperor, and a Gew, 
hours later the scorct agent died. 

Mr. Comfort thus’ describes the 
terrlble experleness through which 
Ito, and another spy named Shibata, 
formed a daring plan to entrap 
Russian trala oomlng south from 
Mukden. Shibata was to blow up 
the bridge at Usifeng, while Ito 
was to perform a similar uot (at 
the Llaoklang, waiting there until 
the train had safely, passed over 
the brkige. 

It would then be trapped between 
two abattered bridges, when Ite 
would ‘make hig way across coun. 
try to a place forty miles distant, 
where a Japaneso detachment of 
300 men were stationed, and Icad 
them to tho derellet traln. 

Carrles Out His ‘Task. 

Ito parted Trom Shibata at the 
Hsifeng. Iie made a wide detour 
through the loe-bound forest and 
retched tho Linv on tho following 
noon. The weather was bitterly 
cold, but Ito had two days’ scant 
supply of rice and drled fish, and 
kept on tho move to avold freczing. 
He made bis way cast to the mala 
line bridge, and concealed himself 
In the fronwork of tho structure fit 
nightfall to await the comlnyg of 
the train. There was a Stusslau 
sentry at each end of the bridge. 
For scren hours he walted under 
the bridge, his timba paralysed with 
cold. ‘The train passed, he suc- 
oceded In Sighting the fuse, but was 
shot through the arm as ho stum-

MICRORES—VENTILATION 
CURES GATARREIL 

From an artick which appeared in 
Counos and translated for the Liter- 
ary Diggost we iearn that the new, 
{fashion of going without a bat is 
not limited to thls country. Accord- 
ing to the writer, it bas everything 
hygienically in its favor, and (he ar- 
guments against it need only bo 
stated (o be refuted. fife says: 

“The mass of hair that covers tho 
lop of the head is 9 feature of tho 
huinun race in beth sexes and ap 
tars to be one of its most stable 
physical charactcristies. Neverthe 
less, long observation is unnecessary 
to prove that this characteristte is 
weakening and that the vigor of the 





bair is decreasing in man. Now a 
question presents itself: Is thls 
due to 4 Lransfermiaion of the 
species Or must we uttribute tho 
fact 10 man's Labits? This second 
solution appears tto be correct, 


which is consoling, since It allows us 
to hops that the evil may be check- 
ed. Thia loss of hair that has become 
sore striking {rom one generation to 
another by heredity iy duc, accord- 
ing to seime scientists, to the habit 
of covering the bead. 

“This babit must affect the halr 
injuriously In three ways: (1) By 
depriving Lt of the life-giving light 
of the sun, of frve ventilation and of 
the movement of the hairs by air 
currents; (2) by pressure on. the 
amall arteries of the soalp, which 
bring nourishment to the hair; (3) 
finally, beoause all head coverings 
are an cxocllent culture modium for 
microbes and facilitate thoir devol- 
opment. 

“The promoters of this ‘reform are 
meeting at the outset with cerialn 
objections. (1) To uncover the head 
may bring on colds, neuralgia and 
rheumatism.

If the mother or wife who 
watohes his ruin woukl treat his 
failing as disease and put. him in 
charge of a skilful pbysiclan, she 
would hetp to put an end to drunk- 
enness far vooner than iby any: pas 
sionate hymns or fluttering ribbons 
or deypairing appeals to. the law. 
makers or to God. It is doubtful if 
the law ever -kept temperate a man 
with a craving for drink, and God

THERMOMETERS... . 
The Bulbs, the Tubes anf the Mark- 
ing of the Degrees. 

There are many different uses for 
thermometers and as many different 
styles as uses, They range from the 
tiny half inch tubes attached to Christ- 
mas calendars to the enormous twelve 
foot instruments used In experimental 
work by meteorologists, — . * 
' Perhaps the most difficult part. of 
the manufacture of thermometer® is 
that of fitting the tube with a bulb of 
exactly the right capacity. The size 
of the latter must have an exact rela- 
tion to that of the former. I£ it is too 
large for the bore the mercury or col- 
ored alcohol, whichever is used, “will 
not rise high enough in the tube; if 
too small, it will rise too high. In the 
little clinical thermometer on whose 
story the physician depends so often 
for his decision the bore is so fine that 
a human hair can hardly be inserted, 
As these thermometérs must be reg- 
ulated to record minutely the tempera- 
ture, the person on’ whose jodgment 
depends the size of the bulb-to be at- 
tached must be a highly skilled work- 
man. The men who do this part of the 
work have to be highly paid. 

The marking of the degrees on the 
hollow tube Is the step next in im- 
portance in the making of the little 
curse and blessing. The process is so 
simple that one can prove the accuracy 
of a thermometer for one’s self by 
the same method. The freezing point 
ig secured by immersing the bulb in a 
box of melting {ce and the boiling 
point by attaching it to a steam pipe 
or immeraing {it In bolling water. 
Scratches are made on the tube at 
the points reached by the mer- 
cury under these two tests, and the 
space between {fs then marked off 
into 100 spaces for a centigrade ther- 
mometer and 180 for a Fahrenheit in- 
strument, the marking beginning in 
the first Instance at zero and in the 
second at 32, This makes the boiling 
point in one case 100 and in the other 
212 degrees. Thermometers are apt 
to deteriorate in value as they age, 
owing to a contraction of the glass of 
the bulb. The amount of the error can 
be determined by immersing the bulb 
in melting ice and making a mark for 
the new freezing point. To Insure the

England's Picturesque Clock. 
Petertoro Cathedral has the oldest 
working clock in England. It was 
erected about 1320, and is probably 
the work of a monastic clockmaker. 
It is the only one now known that 
is wound up over an old wooden 
wheel. This wheel {s about 12 feet 
in circumference, and the galvanized 
cable, about 30 fect in length, sup- 
ports the leaden weight of three 
karet-weight, which has to be wound 
up dally. The clock chamber is in 
the northwest tower, some 120 feet 
high, where the sunlight hax not 
penetrated for hundreds of yenrs, 
and the winding is done by the light 
of a candle. The gong Is the great 
tenor bell of the cathedral, which 
wxcighe 32 karct-weight, and {s struck 
hourly by an cight-pound hammer. 
The going ond striking parts of the 
clock are some yards apart, com- 
munication being by a slender wire. 
‘The clock has no dial. The time is 
shown on the main wheel of the 
escapement, which goes round once in 
two hours. .

Any Other Mosarch fer the Cause 
ot the Wecld’s Peace. ” 


There is and has been always a 
strong tendency on the part of sub- 
fects to fasten nick-names of aflec- 
tion, hate, contemp‘*, or fear on their 
rulers. One could go through the 
Jong ine of English Kings and 
Queens and find few sovereigns. not 
So dubbed. What her people thought 
of the late Queen is crystallized in 
the name which historians will ap-. 
ply to her—Victoria the Good. Her 
gon, unless all signs fall, will go 
down to posterity aa Edward the 
Peacomaker, « title which he has 
fairly earned in the few years of his 
reign. ‘There has never been a mon- 
atch on the British throne, nor op 
any other throne, who has done as 
much for the cause of the world’s 
peace in so short a time as King- 
Edward. First came the treaty with 
France,-In, which both nations. pled- 
god themselves to submit all. dif- 
forences to arbitration. It has boca 
acknowledged by the French Premier 
that His Majesty did more to bring 
about this agreement than the com- 
bined statesmen of the two coun- 
trics, After a short interval there 
was the mecting with the Kaiscr at 
Kicl, followed by the announcement 
that o similar treaty wos about to 
be signed by Germany and Great 
Britain. Finally we iearned recently 
that as a result of a conference be- 
tween the Emperor of Austria and 
King Edward an arbitration arrange- 
ment—between the two countries 
would be made. 

Remote Chances of War. 

For all practical purposes the Aus- 
triam instrument will seal the peace 
of Europe so far as Britain is con- 
corned. Of first-class powers there 
remain Italy and Russia te be rock- 
oned with. The rolations betwocn 
the former country and Great Bri- 
taln have always been particularly 
friendly, Indeed for many years Italy 
has been considered Britain’s chief 
ally among the great European pow- 
ers. Chances of a rupture between 
them are very remote, ‘The same 
cannot be said, unfortunately, of 
Russia, whose interests have appear- 
ed to clash with our own in many 
quarters. The present war with Jap- 
an, however, is likely to d-pose Rus- 
sia from among the great European 
powers for some scars to come, even 
should no arbitration treaty between 
the Cear and King Edward be fram- 
ed. Tho war with the United States 
reduced Spain's prestige, and this 
country, for centuries regarded as 
England's hereditary enenty, is no 
more likely to pei * wrath of 
the Lion than Streden, Denmark or 
Holland. In Asia, Hritain’s great 
rival has been Russia, but Japan in 
the sense that she is crippling the 
Bear, is fighting Britain’s battle, 
end every day the chance of Russia 
and Britain clashing in India or Per- 
sia grows more remote. 

Spirit of Arbitratios, 

That the modern spirit of Anglo- 
Saxons Is for arbitration rather than 
War is proved by the records of the 
past century. Great Britain and the 
United States lead the rest of the 
world in this respect, ths two ha- 
tions together having  arbitratcd 
more cases than all other nations. 
Each referred fifty odd cases to arm 
bitrators, whereas altogethcr there 
were a few less than two hundred 
cases 89 discussed and adjusted. TIT? 
show tho growth of the arbitration 
idea it is only needful to note that 
between 1810 and 1820 three inter- 
nationa) disputes were peacefully set- 
tld, while between 1890 and 1900 
no fewer then 60 controversics, many 
of which might have led to war oth- 
erwiseXKR were disposed of by the 
friendly offices of umpires. In the 
Past century thirty-seven countrics 
have sought arbitration in preference 
to war, At the present time only 
threo or four nations—Turkey, Ching 
and Persia—cannot be depended on 
to appeal to The Hague court before 
resorting to arms in the furtherance 
of any dispute. The establishment of 
The Hague tribunal has dono much 
for the cause of peace, despite {ts 
theoretical impotence In certain 
cases, as in the present Issuc between 
Japan and Russia, The Haguo court 
is powerless. Someone had to fight 
Russia. Had The Hague court dis- 
approved of the Czar’s course in 
Manchuria, then The Hague court 
might have been invited to play tho 
Part now so ably filled by the Jap- 
ancse. 

Csar Leees Credit. 

It is satisfactore to know that the 
relation of Nicholas Hl. to the court 
at The Ifague was as purely acci- 
dental as the relation of Andrew 
Carnegie. A recent article by Mr, 
Benjamin F. Trucblood, an authority 
on the subject, makes this very 
Plain, Te traces the growth and 
development of the arbitration Idea 
through the ninetcenth century, and 
asserts most cmphatically that had 
the Czar not issued his famous in- 
vitation to the powers, some other 
monarch would have done 60 by this 
time. The tido toward arbitration 
was becoming. irresistible, says Mr. 
Truoblood, and the Czar‘s Congress 
was only as a chip on the surface 
wilich showed its direction. We aro 
glad to Icarn this, not because it de- 
prives the Czar of credit for onv of 
tho few noblo acts which, the world 
has attributed ta him, but becauso it 
8 good to knéw that this great 
court has a surer foundation than 
the whim of Nicholas Hf. To believe 
that without the Czar there would 
havo deen no peace conference at ‘Tho 
Hague is to have grave doubts about 
tho general advantages of that con- 
ference, and its permanence as an in- 
stitution,
